We 
tracked down Andrew, the drummer i 
of Reel Big Fish, and got his views

WHY DO THEY ROCK 
SO HARD? 




According to Matt Wong, bassist for 
RBF, "...it's the only woy to rock." 
Andrew says, "...not only that, we 
had an extra secret added 
ingredient. We were genetically 
altered to rock. It's not out fault, 
it's just one of those things. I 
know it sounds funny, but the 
government does all kinds of crazy 
things. My father was a member 
of a secret organization. I was 
actually in a tube myself for two 
years. The reason that I can tell 
you this is because you won't 
believe me anyway. Everything is 
basically a learning experience." 

We got on the subject of live 
shows. "The only two bands I 
would even care to see here 
tonight are us, and Cherry Poppin' 
Daddies. I haven't seen Big Bad 
Vooaoo Daddy live, I'm not into it 
so far, but I'm willing to try new 



chance once, cause maybe they're 
just awesome live. I like Cake, but 
they're pretty boring live. Great 
songs, don't get me wrong." He's 
right, some bands are boring live. 
"There are some bands that just 
suck, but they're really popular... 
Third Eye Blind just fucking blows. 
They're totally full of themselves 
and it's not a jealousy thing. I'd be 
totally content with the band selling 
50,000 albums every album. What 
we did went way beyond what I 
thought we were going to do. I'm 
completely stoked, totally proud of 
what we've done because it's a 
good band." 

"We 're not brain surgeons or 
rocket scientists, we're not people, 
in the grand scheme of things, 
making a difference for the world. 
We do for some people like other 
bands do for us. Most everybody, 
99% of the world is affected by 
music but still, some people take it 
too seriously. It's very obvious that 
we don't take ourselves too 
seriously."

Most of the RBF guys were in 
bonds before with the exception of 
Andrew. Matt Wong told me about 
one of the bonds he wos in prior 
to RBF. "Matt was in a band I still 
listen to, an acid jazz latin band 
called Better Yetti... an awesome 
band, sometimes during sound 
check I say, 'hey Matt, play some 
of that... 1 and he wants to shoot 
me." 



Like every band, RBF had a opinion 
about heavy rotation on MTV. "A 
lot of people would say I'm selling 
out for saying this, but it's our 
business. The more people get 
close to [our music] and that 
might like it we've won." I guess 
you do what you have to do. If you 
can make a living playing the 
music that makes you haopy, 
wether anybody likes it or not, then 
you have won. Excellent point 
Andrew. 

Some up and coming bands he 
recomends that you check out are 

the Killingtons from Southern 
California, and the Pilfers , and 
Kara's Flowers . He seems to care 
a lot about the business of music 
and keeping it fun. It seems better 
to have a little slack and try not 
o take it all so seriously. Thanks 
guys, for your input. 




Matt says, " it was a great time, 
played with a bunch of very 
phenominal musicians. It was a 
learning experience." When I asked 
about some memorable experiences 
on the road, Andrew had this to 
say. "With over 700 shows in the 
last 3 years there are a lot. "Me, 
Matt, and Aaron played with Don Ho 
in L.A. at the weenie roast. We 
were the back up band for "Tiny 
Bubles."

With horns in hand and an engine reved to 
go, the Big Bad Voodoo Daddies put on a 
non-stop show. With all those horn players 
running around and that crazy slngln' cat 
out on the baracade, it was a red hot set 
tnat even Andrew could dig. They did those 
oldtime favorites and some of that new slot! 
that these guys are known for. A dance a 
minute for some people dressed for the 
occasion. 
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"That io one of the reasons we stopped doing mail order. We'd always be on the road and people 
would be waiting 4 and 5 months for their records. It's a disservice to the people who are kepi 
waiting." 

A great part of their success is that they do sell their records at shows. This keeps the prices low. 
"Our T-shirts start at $6.0O. It's affordable for kids, and if& not cutting the balls off All. Mad 
Caddies, or Ann f3eretta. If someone buys our shirt for $6. thyeYe more apt to go to the All UMe 
and buy something with the extra money. That's what you have to do. That's the beauty of having 
cheap prices. If we had $17 shirts, we'd be screwing the other bands we're touring with. It's not only 
helping the kids buy stuff, it's also helping other people we tour with so we don't shut them down." 




That's a great idea, but are any other bar.ds putting that idea Ui work? "Yea. some bands. It's 
smart, if you want to just talk business for a second, because if we sell our shirts for $6. we sell 
more of them. The more you sell, the more people see your name, the more advertising. That has 
worked for our band for the last six years." They do give out a lot of free stuff at shows. "If I to\d you 
how much money we spent on free stuff, you'd sl.it your pants. You make it all back when people 
come to the &how&." 

One thing sets these guys apart from the rest, "...it's always been a little different because, no 
matter what genre you're speaking of. I give a shit about the kids, our band cares. As corny as that 
sounds, we really do give a shit about the people that come to see us play. That's why the people 
that can feel that embrace that as much as they do. Actions speak louder than words anyway." 

We may or may not get to see a video from this cd. "I don't know. MTV is a double edge sword to look 
at. It helps out things, but it's also cheesy in some respects. We've l^yed with the >dea. We're 
gonna do a video, but I'm not sure if we'll gear it towards MTV. It's embarrasing. To me personally. 
I'm not speaking for the whole band Less Than Jake, to be on something that is unsavory in some 
peoples minds. You're gonna be damned for four slots on 120 minutes. You might as well take it to 
the limit." 

I asked him if he minded doing fanzine interviews. "The whole thing is this. I love doing interviews, and 
I love to do things like that because it's on this level. We just sitting here and it's not tense. I like it 
because it gives me a chance to meet the people that are doing it and I'm with that. Sometimes I 
don't like it because people are doing it for a social statis. 'Look at me. I do a punk rock zine.' I don t 
like that at all. When I'm talking to a kid that's 15 or 16 and he is sitting there asking these 
queetfbne that are obvious, if he had a computer he could go fake an interview. Put there are other 
people that are honestly trying to push tilings along creatively and I'm with that." 

-It's the same process as why we're in a band. You can't look a gift horse i.i the mouth. Never expect 
anything just because you're in a band or whatever. You can't do that. It's wrong. It's lame!" 

I'm thankful every day for the opportunities that the paper has afforded me because I get to talk 
with real people like Vinnie that are making a difference . Thanks Vinnie. for the interview of the year. 
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Less Than Jake always 
get a nice reception here 
without the support of 
radio play. "It's weird 
because in some places 
we get played on the air. 
It's truly an oddity, 

I 

because at some places, 
like Lawrence, we get no 
radio, but Seattle, we get 
played more than puff 
daddy, there are two 
different things going on. 
When we go to Seattle, we 
have radio [people] 
hanging out wanting to do 
interviews, that's fine for 
that and this is fine for 
this. I'm not going to get 
hung up or bummed out 
saying 'I wish we could get 
played on the radio 
everywhere.' Everyone 

wishes that, but I don't 
miss it when it's not 
there." 

"We did Q101 in Chicago, 
taking calls in the studio 
and this kid calls up and 
says, 'you're on a shitty 
radio station.' It pissed 
me off and I went on a 
rant, and no one in my 
band likes it when I get an 
a soap box. It really 
adgitated me because 
who is to say what Is 
good and bad for other 
people. The whole thing is 
this, for some people. 




radio is all they have. 
There are kids that are 14 
and 15 that have no job, 
no money, who can't buy 
1 our cd's and all they have 
, is what the radio says; 
here's music, listen to it. 
You can't fault someone 
\ for that. You can't fault 
someone for buying their 
music at Blockbuster or 
Borders or f3est Buy if 
that's all they have. I'm 
not saying that those 
things are good, but you 
have to respect people If 
that Is all they have.

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Snapcaee on the road with the Def Tones 
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The Def Tones show was much 
awaited not necessarily because of 
the headliner, but because of the 
support bands on that tour. 
Quicksand and Snapcase have 
toured a lot, but don't consider 
the midwest one of their strronger 
areas. They were out to change 
that. We sat down with Daryl from 
Snapcase to get his views on being 
on the road with a huge act like 
the Def Tones. 
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"We're the type of band that takes one day at a time, we never picture 
ourselves getting bigger and blowing up. We just like what we do and if 
things grow, they grow. That's always been our attitude. We've had 
amazing opportunities. We've been able to go to Japan, Europe a 
couple times, toured the states 6 or 7 times.. .we've really been lucky 
to go on the road with a lot of cool bands." 

He says there hasn't really been a favorite tour. "Every band has been 
cool in a different way. A lot of bands have really Influenced us on the 
road. It's come to a point where we influence a alot of other bands 
that come out with us. We're on this tour as an opening act and it's 
been a humbling experience because for the past couple years we've 
been co-headllner or headliner. To go on first and play for a half hour, 
it's different and a lot of people in the crowd don't know who we are, 
but in a sence, it's really cool because we're exposing our band to new 
people." _^ 
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
